A conference of representatives 
of the Armenians and Tartars, under 
the presidency of Prince Louis Napo- 
leon, Governor-General of the Cau- 
casus, has just been concinded, during 
which the principal conditions of an 
entente were agreed upon. 

The conference decided to summon 
a general congress, representing the 
inhabitants of the Caucasus, to meet 
in October for the purpose of consid- 
ering the causes of the enmity exist- 
ing between the Tartars and Ar- 
menians; resolved to urge upon the 
government the necessity for the adop- 
tion of prompt measures to ensure the 
safety of life and property, and ar- 
ranged that Armenians and Tartars 
shall become mutually responsible for 
all material damage in the event of 
massacre or pillage by either side un- 
til January, 1907. The Armenians and 
Mussulmans, all very wealthy, under- 
took to guarantee the strict observ- 
ance of the agreement. 

The conference also resolved to form 
an arbitration court, to consist of five

Other important subjects naturally 
will be considered, among them the 
scandals disclosed in the Departments

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—After eight 
weeks of careful preparation, the 
United States District Attorney of this 
district, tomorrow, according to relia- 
ble atithority, will cause the arrest of 
eleven heads of manufacturing con- 
cerns of this city on warrants charging 
them with having conspired, through 
the medium of an employers’ associa- 
tion, to Violate the contract labor law 
by the importation of foreign work- 
men. The penalty of conviction is a 
fine of not less than $1000, nor more 
than $10,000, or imprisonment for not 
more than two years. 

It is understood that the Department 
of Cosnmerce and Labor is directing 
the prosecution, and has, through its 
own agents, assisted by operators of 
the secret service, prepared the case 
against the accused. This has involved 
many months of investigation, and also 
the keeping, since January last, of four 
men, English tlie setters, at Ellis Isl- 
and. It is upon the evidence of these 
four men, backed by an array of cor- 
roborative deposition, that the govern- 
ment chiefly relies. 

The evidence in the case goes back 
to the lockout by the Tile, Grate and 
Mantel Aesociation, an employers’ or- 
ganization of the men of the Mosaic 
and Caustic Tile Layers and Helpers’ 
Union of New York and vicinity, Au- 
gust 6 of last year. To make the lock- 
out a success, it is charged. the em- 
ployers’ association sent one of its 
number to England and caused adver- 
tisemenia to appear in papers in Eng- 
land and Ger v. offerin ng tile masons 
per day for eight hours’ labor in the 
United States, Fifty workmen, it is 
alleged, were imported to the United 
States at the instance of the eleven ac- 
cused men, and were instructed to 
swear falsely when questioned as to 
their reasons for corning to America, 
and especially to swear that they had 
as yet no e in this country. 
It is also said that the men were fur- 
nished with the address of one of the 
accused and ordered to report to him. 

Two weeks after the men were im- 
ported and the lockout began, it is al- 
leged; the accused caused the English 
workmen to be discharged, on the 
ground that they were not familiar 
with American tools, or the method of 
working in this country, and Were, 
therefore, useless.

[which American timepieces are recei’- 


ed in the British isles has been worry-. 
ing the home manufacturers, who

To check the influx of the Americ?n 
product a movement was started to ré- 
quire the halimarking of all imported 
gold and silver wate the same as 
is now done with plate. Such a regu- 
lation, it was seen, would deprive the 
Americans of certain advantages which 
they now possess, and would subject 
them to some embarrassment in com- 
petition with the home manufacturers, 

hallmarking is usually &@ 
block to outsiders. 

With this end in view, a case was 
brought to sourt to recover a penaity 
for the sale of two foreign watches 
which had not n hallmarked; the 
claim being advanced that some oli 
laws had been violated by the omis- 
sion. The London judge before whom 
the case was tried, decides that, 
watches depend for their value more 
upon the mode ot manufacture than 
the materials, hallmarks were not re- 
quired on the importations. He ex- 
plained that while English watches 
must have hallmarks, the imported 
ticles are not subject to the same law. 

Under this decision, it is expectel, 
American and other manufactufers and 
wholesale dealers may Continue to bell 
in England watches made of 7-10 ur 
8-10 — or silver. The British manu- 
facturer may readily be undersold, ve 
he must have the metal in the case of 
9-10 neness, if he wishes his watch 
to be sold as gold or silver. 

If an English dealer tries to import 
American eases for the purpose of 
placing in them home movements, he 
encounters the hallmark law 
the covers, separate from the works, 
are —— ag plate,“ which must 
be marked, 

The most serious trouble which the 
Americans escape, as long as the pres- 
ent ruling holds, is the 
watch cases in the ro 
receive hallmarks.

DESERT PLANT LIFE. 


The Mystery of its Appearance When 
a Long Drought Has Been 
Broken. 


{Chicago Record-Herald: ] The study 
of the cactus is a recent fad. Many 
scientifiC men are now engaged in 
making investigations into its habits, 
with a view to promoting its useful- 
ness. The Federal government, the 
civic authorities, the faculties of the 
universities of the States and Terri- 
torjes, and several private individuais 
are engaged in the work. The Car- 
negie Institution has established a bot- 
Anical laboratory at Tucson, Ariz., in 
charge of W. A. Cannon of Columbia 
University, New York City. He and 
his assistants are experimenting with 
all kinds of desert plants within their 
reach to discover their utility, deter- 
mine their habits, and ascertain the 
precise biological and physical condi- 
tions under which plants grow in the 
desert, and in the hope and expecta- 
tion that they can be made to grow 
more freely and become useful to man. 
If the desert plants can be used as for- 
age for cattle it will be a great achieve- 
ment. Some important discoveries 
have already been made, and during 
the winter the results will be given 
to the world. 7 

Just now Dr. Cannon and his assist- 
ants are trying tc determine how the 
cactus and other desert plants ex- 
tract water from the soil and the at- 
mosphere. All desert plants contain 
jarge quantities of moisture. The bar- 
rel“ cactus, for example, is 80 per cent. 
water, and flourishes best in barren 
deserts, where there is not a spring or 
river within a hundred miles and no 
rain ever falls. Other varieties of cacti 
contain from 50 to 75 per cent. of wa- 
ter, and the yucca piant is actually a 
reservoir. This is so well understood 
that Indians and Frontiersmen often 
rely upon it to slake their thirst when 
crossing a desert. How these plants 
get water is the problem Prof. Cannon. 
is now trying to solve. 

A phenomenon even more remark- 
able and tmexplicable is the presen-e 
in the sands of the desert of an in- 
finite number and great variety o 
seeds of plants and flowers, which ger- 
minate at long intervals when there 
happens to be a rainfall or when water. 
is introduced by the construction of 
irrigation ditches. Such a phenomenon 
was observed last spring in several 
parts of Arizona where rain fell for the 
first time in the memory of man. Im- 
mediately after, as if by magic, the 
sands were covered by a blanket o? 
flowers and tiny plants which were 
entirely unknown to the people there. 
They survived but a few days. The 
burning sun soon dried the desert, and 
this unnatural vegetation vanished. 

A similar phenomenon occurred in 
1899 on the Desert of Peru. which lies 
between the A ‘and the ocean. 
Heavy rains fell there for the firat 
time in centuries. There were no re- 
ords of previous rains, but for two 
weeks or more a succession of daily

had ever seen before. The miracle was 
brief. They lived but a few days and 
‘then withered, and the desert resumed 
its barrenness. Where the seeds came 
from nobody can explain. It has been 
a popular impression that no rain has 
ever fallen upon the Peruvian deseris 
since the making of the world. Hence 
there has never Leen any plant lite 
there. Six thousand miles of ocean he 
on one side, 
bounded by the mighty Andes, whose 
western slopes are of rock and sand, 
almost destitute oi vegetation. On the 
easiern slopes of the Andes are im- 
mense forests and jungles and vegeta- 
tion of the rankest character. But the 
plants and flowers which appeared s» 
miraculously during those few days on 
the desert are not found anywhere on 
that continent. 

When the Missouri, Kansas. and 
Texas Railway was built through In- 
dian Territory, wild verbena sprang up 
wherever the soil was turned each 
summer, and for two or three years the 
right of way was one continuous bed 
of flowers of varieties which had never 
bloomed there before. The construc- 
tion of new irrigation systems in arid 
countries is often followed by the ap- 
pearance of vegetation, which indi- 
cates that the soil is full of latent life 
and seeds that have been lying dor-- 
mant for ages. When new soil is cui- 
tivated on the prairies and deserts 
weeds and plants that have been un- 
known to those regions appear imme- 
diately, and no one has ever yet been 
able to determine where the seeds come 
from.

Win the wisdom of Bishop Berry, who 
is to preside at the Southern California 
Conference, permit the return of the 
erring. minister to the South Main- 
street Methodist Church as its pastor, 
in accordance with the desire of the 
official members of that church? 

Will Bell have the moral stamina to 
take up his burdens in the field from 
which he fied, and prove that he is 
really made of the stuff which wins 
success from seeming defeat? Will the 
strong, sympathetic backing of his 
many ministerial and lay #riendis— 
among them numerous persons high in 
the councils of Methodism—back up the 
men to such an extent that he will be 
enabled to make headway again against 
the sure-to-be-encountered obstacles 
bobbing up to remind the erratic 
brother of his slip from good old Metho- 
distic policies and polity? 

Will Bell's presiding elder insist upon 
retaining the ministerial credentials 
surrendered into his hands by the pas- 
s wife after he had so 

isappeared, and simply ask that the 
— drop the name of William 
B. Bell from the conference roll: or 
will the elder, acting under the advice 
of the bishop presiding, retain the cre-

The above queries, and numerous 
others, were the topic of much discus- 
sion in circles Methodistic yesterday, 
after the news appeared in The Times 
that Belrs whereabouts was known 
and that he ts likely to return to Los 


Angeles. 
THE OFFENSE. 

In reality, the only charge that the 
minister will have to face before his 
conference is that of violating his vows 
by deserting his appointment. For 
this he can be expelled from the con- 
ference, and his parchments and cre- 
dentials as a minister of the gospel 
can be retained. 

Whether the conference which will 
assemble in Simpson Auditorium vn 
Wednesday will act with mercy, and 
will receive quietly any explanation 
which Bell may offer for his 
conduct, is a point upon which 
Methodists are divided. Many de- 
nerve that tf Bell has the cour- 
age to return and make an apology, 
and is repentant, it would de only 
Christian charity to receive him back 
into the ministerial fold. 

As to Bell's domestic relations, it ts 
known that while others have deeply 
censured the missing minister, his own 
wife has loyally refrained from such a 
course, and repeatedly declared she 
believed they would be brought to- 
gether again. It would seem that 
through the intervention of mutual 
friends Mr. and Mrs. Bell may be re- 
united, whether he 1s restored to the 
ministry or not. 

Probably in no place in the city was 
there more discussion over the new de- 
velopments in the Bell case yesterday 
than in his own parish—or in the parish 
which he deserted. Strange as it may 
seem to the casual observer, nearly 
every one expressed sympathy for the 
absent minister, and spoke highly of 
him and the work he had accomplished 
there. 

At yesterday's public services in this 
church announcement was made 2 
this evening the last official 
meeting for the year would be de 
and all the affairs of the parish would 
be closed up for conference. 

Tt was generally understood that a 
full discussion of the situation will 
take place this evening, and that not 
only the official board, but a very large 
percentage of the membership would 
heartily welcome back the man who de- 
serted them.

While there is a disposition to avoid 
any discussion of the domestic difficul- 
ties of the Bells, one thing seems cer- 
tain, that the South Main-street par- 
ishioners have faith in their former 
pastor, and that they Jo not hold to 
any of the tales as to his having been 
involved with any woman, 

It seems that the wife of the missing 
man is not popular in the South Main- 
street district, and that some are in- 
clined to blame her. 

Be that as it may, it Is certain that 
Mrs. Bell has always taken an active 
part in the work of the pastorate, and 
she has been of much help to her hus- 
band in conducting young people's 
meetings, etc., and at times has even 
occupied the pulpit in the absence of 
Mr. Bell. For some reason Mrs. 
became very unpopular with the young 
people of the charge where her domes- 
tic troubles culminated, and some of the 
parishioners censured her for her rigid 
attitude on what they considered harm- 
less frivolities in their social life. The 
strange anomaly is apparent, that the 
deserting husband has the sympathy 
of his parishioners, while the woman 
who stayed by and gave her efforts to 
the flock is looked upon with a certain 
degree of disfavor.

IN CHINA. 


ALL THE OLD FANTASTIC PHI- 
LOSOPHIES BANISHED. 


— 


This Innovation Will Reverse Sys- 
tems of Current Thought—Like 
Japan, China is Preparing for a 
New Awakening—Deification of Old 
Learning. Will be Replaced. *

[St. Paul Pioneer Press: The most 
significant dispatch which ever came 
over the Pacific cable from China was 
that which a few days ago 
the promulgation of new rules regard: 
ing the examination of candidates for 
positiong in the Chinese civil service. 
The order strikes at the very founda- 
tion of the peculiar cult which has sep- 
arated China from an advancing world 
and bound her to the ideas of an age 
antedating the Christian era by five 
hundred to a thousand years. For at 
a stroke it banishes from the required 
list of studies in the schools wherein 
Chinese youth sought to prepare them- 
selves for government service all the 
fantastic philosophies which have con- 
stituted the body of Chinese learning, 
and substitutes, for competetive en- 
aminations in these, similar examina- 
tions in modern science. government, 
history and other such branches of 
practical knowledge as shall actually 
fit the student for official position. The 
“literati” of China are still, as for ages, 
to furnish the recruits for all branches 
of the civil service; but their equip- 
ment is to be one adapted to actual 
work instead of mere ornamentation. 
The effect of this order, if persistently 
adhered to, must be to reverse the 
whole current of Chinese thought. The 
main ingredient of that thought has 
deen a supreme reverence for the things 
of the past as better than any of 
modern origin, and so to be insistently 


tion after generation. Now Chinas 
official face turns toward the future, | 
No doubt the example of Japan's stead- 
ily increasing superiority from the date 
of Commodore Perry's mission has had 
its effect; still more the recent spec- 
tacle of Japan’ s triumph over the might 
of Russia. And Japan pas been stead- 
ily at work through newspapers estab- 
lished and directed by its money and 
influence to give effect to these les 
sons among the more intelligent of 
the Chinese. If the order is to be 
viewed as a result chiefly of the suc- 
cess of Japan in the war with Russia 
it may well prove in the long run, 
the most important result of the war. 

For under the old system of learning, 
and the philosophic beliefs based there- 
on, it was simply impossible that China 
should advance. A people’s philosophies 
govern their actions. The delfication of 
an old learning made impossible the ac- 
quisition of the new. Confucius and 
Mencius—and philosophers of a yet 
older age—are no fit guides for a Rae 
tion faced by such problems and dan- 
— as those which confront China tee 

y. 

There may be some who may regret 
the passing of China’s quaint system of 
selection by Nterary merit, as afford- 
ing another unpleasant eéxample of 
forced conformity, by nations hereto- 
fore pleasingly individualized, to the 
Procrustean models of the West. Says 
the Springfield Republican: 

“To the superficial observer the of- 
ficial and social hierarchy based on 
literary attainments may seem an Mea) 
arrangement, but the wisdom and vir- 
tue of the system are best seen in its 
results. When a man's qualification to 
administer the customs rests on his 
ability to repeat so many thousand 
lines of some ancient book of philosophy 
dating ten centuries before the Chris- 
tian era and worked out upon the % 
diagrams and 64 combinations’ in- 
vented by the Emperor Fu-He, we can- 
not look for any very able or enlight- 
ened management of tariff problems. 
It would be much thé same if the 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion should certify to the department 
needing an electrical expert or a me- 
chanical engineer the successful com- 
petitor in a trial as to who could re- 
cite the greatest number of lines from 
Horace or work out a h 
the tables of some medieval necro- 
mancer.” 

It remains to be seen whether a con- 
servatism cherished for thousands of 
years by four hundred millions of Pev- 
ple will now tolerate the innovation at- 
tempted, or whether the attem will 
provoke effective opposition. If the 
philosophy or philosophies now at- 
tacked in their relations to official life 
had a religious foundation Iike that of 
Brahminism or Buddhism the attack 
would involve not only opposition, but 
peril. But there is no such founjta- 
tion. The hold of Confacianiem and its 
attendant body of literature is purely 
moral and intellectual. It takes no such 
powerful grip on the inner emotions as 
does a religious belief. Therefore the 
process of change, once inaugurated, 
may go on without provoking such 
whirlwinds of human passion as would 
attend an attack on Mohammedan, 
Buddhist or Brahminical institutions — 
such were found similarly relate i 
governmental employments.

“HURRY UP.” 
COACH YOST’S ADVICE. 

Coach Yost of Michigan, formerly of 
Virginia, has published a book on 
football, which contains the following 
advice to players, which he character- 
izes as Hurryup:“ 

Hurry up and be the first man to 
line ua. 

Hurry all the time; football is not a 
slow or lazy man's game. 

Hurry up if you are behind in any 
play. 

Hurry up and get into every play. 
Football is played by eleven men. 
Spectators are not wanted in the field; 
their place is in the grand stand. 

Hurry up and be the first man down 
the field on a punt or kickoff. 

Hurry up and help your own runner 
with the ball; never let him go it 

one. 

Hurry up and follow the ball. No 
one can play the game unless he is 
with the ball all the time. 

Hurry up and fall on every fumble 
either by your own side or by the op- 
ponents. This is very important. Hurry 
up and block your man hard when 
you should block. 

Hurry up when the ball is given for 
gain. You must hurry up or the op- 
ponents will pe all over you in an in- 

Hurry up and learn your signals. 

Hurry up and do not talk unless you 
are the captain or the. quarterback; 
you are in the game to act. 

Hurry up and do as your coach and 
trainer advise you. If you know more 
about the game than they do, it is 
time for you to quit. i 

Hurry and always block your inside 
man, if vou are playing on the line of 
scrimmage. | 

Hurry up and get versatile. Do not 
a machine player in. your individual 
position. 

Hurry up when an interfer. 
ence and go into it low. It is so much 
more easily stopped. 

Hurry up and stop every play of the 
opponents before it gets started. Tear 
through and get the runner behind 
the opponents’ line. Never wait for him, 

Hurry up and tackle the runner. Do 
not expect anyon e else to do it, See 
to it that you throw him toward his 
own goal. 

Hurry up and score in the first few 
minutes of play before your opponents 
realize what is going on. 

Hurry up and line up the instant the 
ball is dead. The delay of one man in 
taking his place will completely ruin 
fast play. 

Hurry up and learn to control your 
temper. If you cannot do this, you 
had better quit the game. 

Hurry up when you are to be 
tackled. Put on more go. Don't slow 
up, for this is the time of all others 
when you need all, your speed. 

Hurry up and play football. Do not 
slug, for slugging prevents any man 
from playing the team play that he 
should. You will be kept busy per- 
forming your part in the game. 

Hurry up, even if you are tired. Do 
not slow down. If you cannot stana 
the pace, get yourself into better con- 
dition: football is a strenuous game. 

Hurry up and master the rules of 
the game. How do you expect to play 
the game properly if you are not fax 
miliar with the rules. 

Hurry up and be on time for prac- 
tice and all other meetings of players. 
If you cannot be there promptly, turn 
in your suit. You do not have the 
proper interest. | 

Hurry up and obey the decisions of 
the officials. They, and not you, have 
been selected to run the game.

Judging by the way the ducks are 
coming in a month before the_opening 
of the season, sportwnen are in for a 
giand winter of shooting. 
With plenty of water last year, re- 
sulting in a good croy of grain, weeds 
and other seed producing plants, the 
question of bird feed is solved until the 
first rains start germination, and there 
is every reason to believe that the wa- 
terfowl will not only be plenty, but 
also fat during their gojourn in South- 
ern California. 

More clubs will be in the field than 
ever befor, and yet there will be as 
much open shooting as there has been 
for several seasons past. The experi- 
erced unattached sportsman who hunts 
aucks usually knows of some place 
where he can bag a few in a day, but 
or course the big killings are limited to 
the preserves Such from the nature of. 
things must be the case near a big city 
unless it be literaliy surrounded with 
water as 's San Francisco. Even there 
the unattached shooter has a hard time 
of it. 

A goodly lot of vaiuable breath has 
been wasted in railing at the clubs by 
some sportsmen who are prone to 
loudly talk before they sit down and 
quietly think. In some cases the mil- 
lionafres have gobbled up good maren 
that formerly was pen shooting, but 
under present conditions how long 
would it remain worth hunting if 
thrown free to the public October 157 

Few stop to think hat the rich men 


are paying pretty dea for their sport, 


and do not always get it even then; 
that they deny themselves in some 
cases six days of shooting a week in 
order that they may make a bag on 
the seventh. The dest local marehes 
will not stand be shot to exceed 
twice a weck. The birds demand five 
days rest at least.

Killing the 
The general reciamition of marsh 
lands, and the wholesale destruction of 
water fowl nests in Alaska are doing 
most of the mischief.

The reduction 
bag limits is only 4 matter of short 
time, and when these legal steps have 
been taken, there is reason to believe 
that the waterfow! will hold their own 
in this country as they have done in 
Engiand for the past twenty years.

Reduced to extremi- 
t by unfavorable winters and the 
maraudings of the market hunters, the 
quail situation seemed beyond relief, 
but a few good years, aided by sane 
protection have worked wonders. 


The legisiators were tardy about in- 
cluding snipe in the game law, but 
finally awoke to the need after the 
birds, in this part of the State at least, 
had dwind almost to a memory. 

Crack shots like Ea Vaughan who 
used to hunt the Santa Ana marshes 
for the market in days gone by some- 
times killed over 100 dozen snipe in a 
reason. Now one ean hunt all day 
without seeing a dozen, or bagging a

AN INTERESTING FIND MADE IN 
SANTA MONICA CANYON. 


—-— — 


All the Spuds Had Turned to Stone 
and are Supposed to be Those 
Planted by Don Manuel Marquez 
More Than One Hundred Years 
Ago. 


The gravel haulers in Santa Monica 
Cafion made a most interesting and 
unusual find Saturday afternoon. 
While loading the wagons several 
small stones of kidney shape were 
unearthed and upon careful examina- 
tion they proved to be petrified Irish 
potatoes. In every instance the pet- 
rification is complete. One of the 
stone tubers was broken by a hammer 
and it was found to be of solid agate 
or flint clear through. In the center 
there was the dark heart, indicating 
that the spud had not been a perfect 
one. The skin and eyes of the tubers. 
retain their natural appearance, while 
on some of them there are petrified 
sprouts. Several of the potatoes found 
in this stone field had been affected 
with dry rot and the petrifactions 
show the progress of the disease. Aft- 
er the first tone was identified a search 
Was instituted and a total of eighty- 
two stone potatoes were picked from 
among the gravel. 

The find was made on the ranch of 
Don Manuel Marquez, who was born 
in Los Angeles and has spent all of 
his days in California. He remembers 
having slain a big bear in Los An- 
geles in 1858 at the point where Fourth! 
street crosses Broadway. His father :

PARTY OF MILITARY EXPERTS 
INSPECTS HARBOR TOWN. 
Viewed Point Firmin from Both 
Water and Land Sides, Observed 
Wealth of Shipping at the Many 
Wharves—May Recommend Plac- 
ing of Big Guns on the Point. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 24.—Col. William 
H. Huer, Corps of Engineers, U. S. A., 
who is in charge of harbor improve- 
ments for this district, accompanied 
by the Fortification Board composed of 
Gen. A. Mackenzie, chief of engineers, 
U. S. A., Maj.-Gen. J. P. Story, Gen. 
S. M. Mills, chief of artillery, and Maj. 
G. W. Goethals, Corps of Engineers, 
returned from Cetalina this afternoon 
on board the steamer Hermosa. 

Upon arriving in the outer harbor 
the Hermosa took the party on an in- 
spection trip around to Point Firmin 
and the outer breakwater. Coming 
ashore the board was met by Superin- 
tendent R. H. Ingram of the Southern 
Pacific, with a special train, and a trip 
Was made out te the government re- 
serve and probable site of future for- 
tifications. The site and surrounding 
country was carefully examined by the 
visitors. The party left over the South- 
ern Pacific for Los Angeles at 3 o'clock. 
The present visit of the Fortifications 
Board is taken to mean that the port
